The following information is provided should you desire a review by the 
Southeast Region, BSA, of the decision to deny your registration. 

1- Within 60 days, you must request in writing a review of this decision. 
Your request should be sent to: Southeast Region, BSA, PO Box 440723, 
Kennesaw, Georgia 30144. In your request you must include your version of 
what occurred in support of your claim that registration should not have 
been denied. 

2. Upon the receipt of your written request, a conmittee will be appointed to 
review the situation. 

3. If the regional review cccmittee determines that a review hearing is 
necessary, the cccmittee will advise you whether or not you may attend. In 
seme instances, no useful purpose would be served by having the applicant 
present. The hearing is not adversarial in nature and neither the 
committee nor you, if you attend, will be represented by legal counsel. If 
you wish, in the event you attend, you may be accanpanied by no nxsre than, 
two other individuals if their testimony might assist the cccmittee in 
discovering the truth and arriving at a correct decision. 

4. The committee will review the facts as presented, and may interview any 
persons whose testimony might assist them in arriving at a correct 
decision. 

5. You will receive a letter setting forth the decision of the cenmittee. 

6. If you are dissatisfied with the decision of a regional review, you may 
request a further review by the National Council. The decision of the 
National Council will be final.

as the jury found it horrifying." she 
said. "Judge Southwood was very 
eloquent and very compassionate, 
and I know his remarks will be ap- 
preciated bv the vteUm and her 
family. . . . Somrtimes, legal techni- 
calities get in tl«r way of justice." 

McGahce's stepdaughter, now fi, 
testified in IU80 that iter stepfather 
forced her to perform oral sex 
nearly every day when she came 
home from third grade ;ii Justina 
lload Klcmeniary School. She said 
i hat she told her mother, but that 
Lhcy wore advised by a psycholo- 
gist u> keep quiet about the abuse. 

She came forward in 1980 after 
she had a nervous breakdown. The 
Klonda Times-Union does not name 
victims of sexual abuse. 

Durum the time of the abuse ami 
until his conviction, McGaiice 
maintamcd a "facade of respect- 
ability," said Southwood. who had 
sentenced McGahce to *t0 years in 
prison before the appellate court 
overturned the conviction. 

The court said oral sex wasn't in- 
cluded in the 11)72 law used to con- 
vict McGahce, who was a Jackson- 
ville Electric Authority engineer 
when arrested. Tlie statute of liroi- 
uiions already had expire*! on oth- 
rr laws Uiat prosecutors might 
have used. 

Although McGahee never flcnied 
molesting his stepdaughter, "! have 
never seen in Mr. McGahce any 
feeling of remorse," Southwood 
said. 

McGahce's guilt never was an is- 
sue in the case* said Robert Link, 
who represented McGahce on the 
appeal. He said McGahec lias paid 
for his crime by spending 18 
months in prison and losing his job 
and custody of his son from anoth- 
er marriage. 

"The bottom line is that this was 
an illegal prosecution from start to 
finish,'* Link said. 

The judge also read a letter that 
McGahce's son wrote to Lhc Times- 
Union, saying he was enraged that 
the courts would free "an admitted 
pedophile who was convicted by a 
jury of repeatedly forcing an 8- 
year-old girl to (icrform unspeak- 
able acts. After i he hearing. 
Soutliwooti gave McGahec a copy 
of !he letter, which was published 
on yesterday's runes-Union editori- 
al page 

"What a tragedy to see insure 
that was .such a long time cowing 
be undone by the stroke of a pen.'' 
the Icher reads. 'Images of that 
kind of abuse u> mv sister invade 
my mind, even as i steep." 
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
